M emphis, Tenn., Juiv 9 — Intense excite* 
ment prevails over the fact that a death 
from a well-developed case of yellow fever 
occurred this morning. The deceased was 
named Frank Mulbrandon, a shoemaker, 
residing at the corner of Desoto and Pon- 
toe streets. 
He was taken sick while at 
work in his shop last Saturday, and, al­ 
though receiving the best medical atten­ 
tion, died as stated today. An autopsy 
was held by Dr W E Rogers, his attending 
physician, Drs R W Mitchell, G B Thorn­ 
ton, W B W inn, D D Saunders, and T J 
Lyne, and they all agree that it was yellow 
fever. 
Dr. Mitchell, who is at the present time 
a member of the National Board of Health, 
and late Medical Director of the Howard 
Association, stated to your correspondent 
tonight at IO o’clock that he had tele­ 
graphed the death to Washington as a 
sporadic case. 
He further said that no 
other case might develop, yet the mere 
tact of this one death will cause a panic. 
An unusually large crowd went out on 
the midnight trains to-night, and a general 
stampede is looked for to-morrow. 
There are six remaining in the family of 
the deceased—a wife, four children and a 
sister-in-law. None of these have devel­ 
oped any symptoms of the disease, which 
in a measure sustains tbe opinion of tne 
medical fraternity that tbe case to-day was 
a sporadic one. Mulbrandon was baried 
to-night at 9 o’clock, and his premises are 
being disinfected.

States Consul at Messina, sends to the De­ 
partment of State an account of the recent 
eruption of Mount Etna. It broke out on 
the 26th of May and ceased on the lith of 
June. In Messina tho pavements and bal­ 
conies were covered with the black dust. 
The villagert near tbe mountains were 
shrowded in darkness and their inhabit­ 
ants fled in terror. The damages are es­ 
timated at $200,000, toward which the 
Italian Parliament has contributed a large 
sum.

TOOMBS ON DAVIS. 


W h y th e C o n fe d e ra c y 
F a i l e d - J e f f 
D a v is a S m a ll M a n —S e c r e t H is to r y 
o f t h e S e c e s s io n o f G e o r g ia 
The Atlanta correspondent of the Phil­ 
adelphia Times interviewed Bob Toombs 
as to secession. In the course of the inter­ 
view Bob Toombs said: 
In the campaign of 18G0,1 supported 
Breckenridge. 
Mr. Alex. ^Stephens sup­ 
ported Douglas, and Ben Hill support!d 
Bel!. 
We ltd the three elements in Geor 
Ria at that time. After Lincoln’s diction 
I saw that trouble was brewing, but I was 
still unwilling to commit myse.f to seces­ 
sion. And then, too I was not certain mat 
Georgia could be carried on that hsue. 
Stephens and Hill were both for the Union. 
I telegraphed Breckenridge asking him to 
appoint a representative committee thai | 
would offer some compromise to meet the J 
pressing exigency. He appointed on this j 
committee, among others, Crittenden to 
represent Bell and Everett, or rather the 
men who had supported them ; Jeff. Davis I 
and myself for his friends; byward for I 
Lincoln, and Douglas himself. The Grit- J 
tenden compromise was offered. 
I sup­ 
ported it heartily and sincerely, although 
the sullen obstinacy of be ward nad made 
it almost impossible to do anything. For 
supporting this compromise I was de­ 
nounced in Georgia by Ben Hill as having 
betrayed my sec non and my people. I 
didn't mind this at all, as Ben is always 
denouncing somebody or something. At 
length I saw that the compromise meas­ 
ure must fail. With a persistent obstinacy 
that I have never yet seen surpassed, byw­ 
ard and his backers refused every overture. 
I then telegraphed to Atlanta, “All is at aa 
end. North determined, beward will not 
budge an inch. Am in favor of secession.” 
Then the fight was fairly opened. I still 
felt doubtful about carrying the blate. 
The people were determined against sub­ 
mission to the unjust encroachments of ttie 
North, but there were many who favored 
some sort of compromise measures ; and 
others who wanted to wait for cooperation, 
and still others who feared to take so des­ 
perate a step. And let me say right here 
that I never doubted the gravity of the 
situation. The statement tnat I said that 
I would drink all the blood that was spilled 
is one of the stereotyped lies they nave 
circulated about me. When I left toe 
beuate, I knew it meant war, and I said in 
my farewell speech that the next time I 
looked upon Washington I thought ii 
would be at the head of bouthern troops. 
You will see later how serious I thought 
the war would be. After a heated 
paign thw secession convention met. I 
was doubtful about the result, even alter I 
had looked over the roll, I felt that the 
current most be tamed before the voting 
came. I went to woik with the delegates, 
therefore. Aleck Stephens thought he had 
me. He said the convention would never 
vote to secede. I told him I thought ii 
would. 
He 
then 
said: 
‘-Well, 
lf 
you 
will 
put 
a 
fair, square resolution of secession and 
carry it, I will go with you. 
I only insist 
that it shall not be equivocal like the Ala­ 
bama ordinance.” 
i replied; 
“I do uot 
see, Alex, how we can make secession 
more definite than by repealing the act of 
accession. 
But to satisfy you that I am I 
sincere, you write the resolution yourself,1 
and I wiii put it as you offer it.” 
And he ] 
did so. I have often laughed st him about 
haviog written the resolution of secession ( 
for Georgia. When it was put we carried 
it by thirty odd votes. 
Even after this 
was not satisfied that the people of Georgia 
were for secession or would stand by It, 
aud I went to work to reconcile all the 
elements. To show that the movement did 
not mean the elevation of the Brecken­ 
ridge wing, I agreed to give the opposition 
four out cf nine delegatee to the provision­ 
al congress called in Montgomery. 
This 
we did in good faith, and this had very 
much to do with solidifying the btate. Hill 
and btephena and their followers came in, 
Md the people were soon united. 


” W h a t abo u t th e m eetin g 
ery ?” 
‘‘The secret history of that meeting has 
never been given. The majority of the 
delegates were opposed to the election of 
Mr. Davis. 
His own State (Misswippij 
was opposed to him, and lf the vote had 
been cast by delegates, rather than by the 
States, he coold never have been elected. 
South Carolina was for Davis all the time. 
He suited the extreme views of that State, 
and Mr. lihett held the delegates well in 
hand: Florida had only three votes. One 
of these, Anderson, was an old school­ 
fellow of Davis, and Owens was a South 
Carolinian, and, under the influence of 
Hhett, they out-voted the third delegate 
and gave Davis the State. With these two 
Slates, each counting as much as Georgia, 
he secured the Alabama delegation by one 
vote, by means which I will not discuss. 
Georgia, Mississippi, and Louisiana would 
have preferred either Mr. Cobb or myself, 
but neither of us were candidates, and 
neither would consent to have a struggle. 
So they agreed with the three States that 
had spoken.- Texas, uniformally represents 
cd, acquiesced, and Mr. Davis was elected. 
I was not on good terms with Mr! Davis. 
He appointed me Secretary of State and I 
declined to accept it, preferring to go at 
once tooths held. I war urged to recon* 
sider, and at length I did so, fearing that 
my refusal might be considered as sig­ 
nificant of a lack of harmony. I was never 
satisfied with my position in the Cabinet. 
The trouble was that too many of our lead­ 
ers sought places, when they were needed 
in toe field. I secured our recognition as 
belligerents, established relations 
with 
the unseceded Southern States, and then 
insisted on retiring. 
**By this time other States had joined us 
and I fell that the Cabinet should be reor­ 
ganized. I suggested to Mr. Davis that 
he ask for the resignation of all tne port­ 
folios, that all the fatter States might be 
represented. He said he disliked to do 
so, and men I said I would do it for him. 
He acquiesced lo this, and I informed the 
Cabinet of whai I had thought of doing 
and what I thought they should do. it was 
a bombshell in me ranks. They asked me 
if Mr. D avis had sent me to them. I then 
told them exactly what had happened. But 
they declined to give up their places. I 
then resigned and went to the field.” 
WIIY THE CONFEDERACY FAILED. 
•'What, rn your opinion, was the cause 
of the failure of the Confederacy ?” 
If I had to give one act that was most 
fatal, I should say the conscript act. That 
demoralized the troops and the country 
There was no necessity for it, and it sprung 
from Mr. Davis’ desire to have the ap­ 
pointment of officers. He was crazy over 
ais West Poiot mariners, and when ho 
could not appoint the officers of the vol­ 
unteers, he went to Congress and demand­ 
ed the conscript law, and g jt it. I said at 
that time: “ The cause is lost,and this 
should be its epitaph: 
'Killed by West 
Point.” ’ In general terms the absolute in­ 
efficiency at Richmond was the cause of 
our failuie. Davis is a remarkable char­ 
acter. He is a good writer aud that is all. 
He was a slow mao, and always acted rash­ 
ly at last. His delay was not caused by 
deliberation, but was a combination of 
variety and refusal to think 
He is a very 
small military man. His idea of war was 
based on the experience in the Brecken­ 
ridge campaign”

T he Curious House in Yew Haven 
Where He Lived Before His Fall. 
At the breaking out of the revolutionary 
war Benedict Arnold lived in a house in 
New Haven, which Is still standing on 
W ater street, below Olive. At that time 
he was one of the most patriotic ct Amer­ 
ican?, and while he occupied this house be 
organized the Governor’s Foot Guard. 
The dwelling is a frame building, two sto 
ties in height, with dormer windows. 
It 
is in a dilapidated condition, but the evi­ 
dence of past respectability is not entirely 
obliterated. 
The spacious halls and rooms 
remain, although the grounds, which ex- 
tended to Arnold’s drug store on F air 
street, and circumscribed by a modern 
lumber-yard. 
Piles oi lumber darken the 
room where he ate bis meals and com ­ 
pounded his medicines. The front yard is 
laid out in beds ot dowers. The building 
is now used, notwithstanding its age of 130 
years and its frail condition, as a boarding 
and lodging house. On the .front door is 
an old fashioned latch which probably 
dates from Arnold’s time, and there is a 
portico with ancient looking pillars. 
The 
knocker is gone and a bell handle of a 
kind now rarely seen excepting in country 
places is in the middle of the door. 
The 
mistress of the house is Mrs. John Nichols, 
a native oi Pennsylvania, who took up her 
residence in the Arnold house mainly be­ 
cause there was a history connected with 
and she takes delight in showing its 
curiosities from cellar to attic to interested 
visitors. 
The cellar is a large apartm ent about 
twice the height of cellars of to-day. 
The 
oak tim bers of the first floor are conspicu­ 
ous objects and are thought to be as sound 
as when they were put in by J. J.JTrow - 
bridge, for whom the house was built and 
who disposed of it to Arnold. 
It has an 
additional attraction in that Noah W ebster, 
the great lexicographer, once lived in It. 
ITnder each of the great chimneys is an 
arched place, that may have been used for 
a wine cellar. In the iront part of the 
cellar are two laree inclosures of brick, 
which were probably used for the storage 
of valuables. There are three stairways 
into the cellar—one from the outside, 
another in the middle, and a third towards 
toe rear. A t the rear s atrway is an apart­ 
ment much higher than the bottom of the 
main cellar, and at one end is a large fire 
place and an oven. It is supposed to have 
been used by slaves. The only rem arkable 
nature of the ceiler is the solidity of the 
structure, the stones beiog as perfectly in 
position as when they were laid. 
Rats are 
un known about the house. 
Un the first floor the rooms show a great 
deal ot old-fashioned panel work, 
In 
what was probably the kitchen and along* 
ide the fireplace, 
w ith 
which nearly 
every room in the house is provided, is a 
secret stairw ay. 
The bottom section of 
steps runs on a track so that it can be 
pulled out into the room when necessary. 
Ik e flight lands the visitor in a large 
closet attached to a Iront room on the first 
ll >or—a very handy method of retreat. 
Arnold’s stationary shoe box in the little 
ball at the side door is shown with great 
satisfaction. 
There are ro m y closets all 
over the house, which circumstance would 
Bake the old building a paradise for some 
w omen, lf the kitchen is provided with a 
brick oven ot immense rapacity, there is 
another large oven in the back room di­ 
rectly opposite, 
it is built in connection 
with a huge fireplace and may have been 
used In the preparation ol medicines. 
In 
all the second story rooms there are fire 
places, suggesting home comforts of which 
ordinary people are in these dave entirely 
bereft, but they cannot boast ICH)-year old 
andirons as is the privilegs of the chim ney 
corner in the floor parlors. 
The andirons 
are small and have no brass heads. 
Be­ 
hind the open blinds oi many of the cham ­ 
ber windows birds have built their nests. 
Relic hunters have catalogued much that 
is of interest in connection with Arnold's 
life in New Haven—even his druggist’s 
tigo adorns the historical society's room— 
but Mrs. Nichols can sh o w s few relics of 
interest. 
In tLe back yard recently a solid 
silver tablespoon was dug up. It hears the 
initials “J. J. T.”—the Trowbridge for 
whom the house was built—the English 
ms, a king’s head, a m ark of the quality 
of the silver aud the m aker's initials, 
it 
Aas found about a foot below the surface 
of the ground beneath the siuk*room w in­ 
dow. 
A hard scouring failed to remove 
ali the tarnish of the more than one hun­ 
dred years it had be<>n buried. In the front 
yard the bowl of a clay pipe was found 
which, from crude figures upon it, Is be­ 
lieved to have been the property of Indians. 
Mrs. Nichols also shows a dressing-case 
which is about two hundred years old. 
Whisky bottles found iu the attic are also 
exhibited. They resemble those that were 
used IOO years ago. The house in which 
Benedict Arnold married bis wife has been 
demolished. 
It stood near the house in 
which she lived, and its destruction led to 
the beliel that the original house had been 
destroyed. 
Mrs. Nichols will probably 
open the old Arnold house to visitors to­ 
day. There are comparatively few New 
Haven people who have visited it. 
A story is related in Lippincoti’s Maga­ 
zine in which W ashington and Arnold fig­ 
ure. 
Washington had accepted an invita­ 
tion from Arnold to breakfast with him on 
the very day the plot was discovered, bul 
was prevented from keeping 
his en­ 
gagement by what men call chance—by 
toe earnest request, namely, oi an old offi­ 
cer near whose station they passed to spend 
m e night there and inspect some works 
in me neighborhood. N ext day, while 
W ashington, with his stall, including La­ 
fayette, were seated at the table at this 
officer’s quarters, a dispatch was brought 
lo the American general, which he im m e­ 
diately opened and read, then laid it down 
without comment. 
No 
alteration was 
visible in his countenance, bul he remained 
perfectly silent. Conversation dropped 
among his suite, and after some minutes 
the genera], beckoning Lafayette to follow 
him, passed to an inner apartm ent, turned 
to his young friend without uttering a 
syllable, placed the fatal dispatch in his 
hands and then giving way t) an ungov­ 
ernable burst oi feeling fell on his neck and 
sobbed aloud. 
The effect produced on the 
young French marquis, accustomed to 
regard his general (cold and dignified in 
his usual manner) as devoid of the usual 
weaknesses of hum anity, may be imagined. 
“I believe,” said Lafayette, in relating this 
anecdote, “ that this was the only occasion 
throughout the long and sometimes hope* 
Ie?? struggle that Washington ever gave 
way, even for a moment, uuder a reverse 
ut fortune ; and perhaps J was the only 
human being who ever witnessed in him 
an exhibition of feeling so foreign to his 
tem perament.

Among the recent rulings of the Post­ 
office Department Is one which is of special 
interest to our business men.

gard to printed commercial papers, a por­ 
tion of which is filled out with writing. 
Under this new mling sprinted promissory 
note or any insurance policy filled out 
ready for signature may be mailed as third 
class matter, but when they have been 
finally executed or countersigned by the 
person who finally approves them, so that 
they become the representative of a mone­ 
tary value, they are subject to letter rates 
of postage, as being in the nature of a 
palely personal correspondence between 
the two parties interested. The same rule 
will apply to other printed commercial 
papers, such as drafts, checks, etc., and as 
to deeds, bonds, etc., whether drawn by 
public functionaries or private parties. A 
partly printed bill filled out io writing 
may be sent as third class matter, but when 
receipted can only be admitted to the mails 
at letter rates of postage.
